The school board’s team p resented two 
more salary p rop osals for c l a s s r o o m 
teachers for the l%9 -70 school y ear at the 
fourth neg otiating session Thursday . The 
p rop osals, which were not released to the 
p ress, were not discussed during the short 
meeting . 
The new salary p rop osals were made 
after a rev iew of the estimated increases 
in all p arts of the g eneral fund budg et. 
7 % Pay Raise 
Den Hartog ’s $1.8 million i nc r e a s e 
estimate included an av erag e p ay raise of 
7 for all teachers, 
administrators, 
food 
serv ice 
workers, 
clerical 
emp loy es 
and 
op eration and maintenance p ersonnel. 
No decisions, 
however, 
iMve 
be e n 
reached on any salary increases for nex t 
y ear nor on any other p arts of the 1969-70 
school budg et. 
Den Hartog said he fig ured an increase 
of six mills in the tax levy by estimating 
a sig htly hig her v aluation than last y ear 
and no new sources of income. He added 
that, ex cep t for the slim p ossibility of more 
state aid, he did not foresee any other 
sources of school funds increasing . 
Levy Drop p ed 
Last y ear the mill leav y drop p ed to 58 .56 
for 1968 -69 from 79.66 in 1967-68 with the 
addition of $2.9 million in state aid and in­ 
creased v aluations p laced on residential 
p rop erty . The mill levy had jump ed to 79.66 
from 52.99 in 1966-67; it included a levy for 
tax refunds stemming from a Sup reme Court 
order. The 1965-66 levy was 42.92. 
According 
to

sup erin­ 
tendent’s calculations, $8 44,900 of the $1.8 
million increase would be used for salaries 
of insructional p ersonnel, including p rin­ 
cip als and consultrants. 
He contended that it will take about

Dav idso n recently au th o red an o rdinance co ntro lling th e 
display o f gaso line prices wh ich was so bad th at ev en 
h e v o ted against it, after making th e mo tio n h imself th at 
it be indefinitely po stpo ned. No w, h e wants to eat h is cake 
and h av e it, to o , in th e matter o f th e city ’s electric u tility . 
Dav idso n tliro ws o u t fo r co nsideratio n th at we sell th e 
Linco ln Electric Sy stem (LES) fo r $40 millio n, inv est th e 
pro ceeds and sit back and draw $2.5 millio n a y ear in 
interest inco me, abo u t a th ird o f th e city ’s cu rrent general 
fu nd pro perty tax receipts. 


Th is h e wo u ld no t want to do , o f co u rse, at th e sacrifice 
o f lo w electric rates. He wo u ld, in fact, want to co ntinu e 
co ntro l o v er rates by th e City Co u ncil. 
Obv io u sly , if y o u co u ld do wh at Dav idso n wo u ld like 
to do , it wo u ld be simply great. After all, th e city go v ernnient 
co u ld su re u se $2.5 millio n in grav y ev ery y ear. Bu t it 
o u gh t to be o bv io u s to any o ne th at y o u can t do it. 
To begin with , y o u can’t sell any th ing and still h av e 
co ntro l o v er it. Wh en y o u sell so meth ing, co ntro l go es 
to 
th e bu y er. Th is is tru e ev en o f u tility o peratio ns th at co me 
u nder regu lato ry agencies. 
Do es th e City Co u ncil th ink it really h as any co ntro l 
o v er bu s rates o r gas rates, bo th o f wh ich it passes o n. 
It is little mo re th an a nu isance to th ese two o peratio ns.

Signs of increasing impatience with stu­ 
dent demonstrators are beginning to appear 
among the nation’s courts, lawmakers and 
school officials. 
In Los Angeles Thursday , Superior Court 
J udge 
Ray mond 
Choate 
sentenced 
three 
students from California State College at 
Los Angeles to .10 day s in )ail for campus 
v andalism despite pleas from their lawy ers 
that they would full spring courses and not 
graduate. 
“ If this is the ca se,” J udge Choate said, 
‘tlicn the punishment more properly fits the 
crime.’’ 
In Columbus, Ohio, J uv enile Court J udge 
J ohn Hill sentenced two West High School 
students Wednesday to sev en day s detention 
during spring v acation as the result of a 
sit-in at the school. 
Green Has An Answer 
A Long Island judge, Edward U. Green 
J r., 39, said Thursday he thinks he has the 
answer to law-breaking campus demonstra­ 
tors: “ I send them to jail without making 
them criminals.” 
J udge Green said he sees no comparison 
between 
campus 
protesters 
and e a r l y 
Americans who broke English law to found 
the nation. He declared: “ The American 
heroes were persecuted, they went to jail. 
If the kids want to be marty rs, let them 
be arrested and let them go to jail. They 
can’t be marty rs without pain.” 


Anolher judge, in Cambridge, 
M h s h ., 
rneted out J ail terms Wednesday ranging 
from six months to a y ear to four men 
who inv aded a Harv ard Univ ersity class 
March 11 and broke up a lecture. A y oung 
woman with them was fined $2(M). 
California legislators hav e filed about 
7 0 bills in Sacramento, most of them aimed 
at giv ing administrators greater authority 
ov er students and faculty members inv olv ed 
in demonstrations and disorders. 
Iowa state senators hav e introduced a 
bill that would require summary dismissal 
of students and faculty members inv olv ed 
in disorders on state univ ersity campuses 
— without a hearing. 
Crackdown Ordered 
The Univ ersity of California has issued 
substantial crackdown instructions that in­ 
clude prov isions for the rare use of ex ­ 
pulsion, which is final, rather than just 
dismissal, which allows a student to return 
if he merits readmission. 
Pennsy lv ania State Univ ersity , howev er, 
announced Thursday an ex periment with 
labor mediation, say ing that Theodore W. 
Kheel, noted New York City mediator, will 
v isit the school April 2. 
“ This meeting,” he said, “ will be purely 
preliminary and ex ploratory to ascertain j 
whether or not through mediation there may | 
be the opportunity to dev elop useful a nd!

Tu rner, dean of the School 
of Applied Sciences at Case 
Western Reserve University, 
said “if we really want to get 
on with solving problem s” of 
people withou t money, “ we 


have to be prepared to offer a 
gu aranteed job system .” 
Equiv a lent 
Tu rner 
contended 
t h a t 
anyone shou ld be able to get a 
job. Bu t if a job does not exist 
for a person, “ the U.S. shou ld 
be prepared 
to 
give 
him 
money — the eq u ivalent of a 
job he is capable of holding. 


“ Until we ha ndle the la ck- 
o f'inco me situa tio n, a ll o ther 
welfa re pro g ra ms wo n’t co me 
to much,” he sa id. 


Large 
segments 
of 
the 
popu lation, he noted, tend to 
be sicker than others, stay 
sicker longer, drop ou t of 
schools and stay u nemployed 
longer.

And he said he is 
opposed to larger gov ernment 
becau se “if we don’t stop the 
growth of big gov ernment, in 
another 10 y ears we’re going 


to be a Socialist cou ntry , ju st 
lake England.” 
The Bradford, Vt., nativ e 
be l i e v e s t he “k i n d 
heartedness” of the “av erage

responsible for mu ch of the

“Too Kind” 
“Tlie American people are 
too kind-hearted and too will­ 
ing to come to the aid of 
ev ery oiw who say s he needs 
help,” he said.
